Clerical Proclamations. 


readers will remember the excite- 
ment in New York last December growing 
out of the inconsiderate attempt of Mayor 
Westervelt to interfere: with the rights of 
one preacher Parsons, Whe chose to ad- 


dress a crowd of people in a ship yard, one 
Sunday, on matters connected with Ro- 
manisin. Two proclamations having refer- 
ence to the apprehensions of a possible riot, 
were issued, one by the Mayor and the 
other by Archbishop Hughes. 

On the course of the latter and his pro- 
clamation, and the results that might tlow 
from such a bold assumption of authority, 
if unrebuked, the N.Y. Tribune has the 
following just aud timely remarks: 


In the general solicitude that no breach 
of the peace should be committed, the 
striking assumption of power manifested 
hy the Archbishop of the Roman Catholic 
Church in coming forward to hold in check 
the riotous temper of # portion of our 
population, was wholly unobserved or 
quietly overlooked. . We allude to the cir- 
cumstance now, to show what strides ille- 
gitimate authority may silently and stealth- 
ily make in the exercise of irresponsible 
power, even under a Government of the 
People, without provoking rebuke, or even 
attracting especial attention. | 

We chose to let the spectacle pass for 
the day, along with the excitement wiich 
guve rise to it, not wishing, even by a sug- 
gestion, to throw any influence athwart a 
purpose ostensibly laudable. But it is 
proper, now that all is passed, to express 
our aversion to this exhibition of priestly 
authority in-aid of the only regular and 
legitimate magistrates, holding office by 
the will of the whole people. There is 
something fearful in the spectacle of an in- 
dividual holding in. his hands the moral 
power of swaying. thousands and tens of 
men to do his bidding. It is especially 
fearful to see that power backed by tlie 
weight of spiritual prerogative claiming to. 
emanate from the Almighty Himself, and 
so lending the potency of supernatural 
agencies to enforce the decrees of frail and 
erring, and it may be, wicked man. We 
protest atterly against its exercise, especi- 
ally where it tonches the civil administra- 
tion. We protest against any priesthood 
rearing its head along side of the regularly 
constituted officers of justice, either by 
way of countenance, sanction or aid. We 
exclaim against even the remotest intima- 
tion of the bridal of Church and State. 

In the particular case before us, the 
Archbishop’s invocation was in accordance 
with the general desire and his recommend- 
ation on the side of peace and oFder. So 
is irresponsible and absolute power often 
exercised. But its exercise is none the 
less’ objectionable on that account. On 
the contrary it makes such power even 
more dangerous in its influence and opera- 
tion. For its certain evils are tolerated in

INDUSTRY OF THE COURT OF SESSIONS. 


The attention of the Jury was called to the’ 
large number of untried cases acermng. in 


the Court of Sessions, and to a proposition to 


relieve its Judges of a part of their brrden- 


some duties by organizing a sepaiate Court 
for the trial of criminal cases! The District 
Attorney and Clerk of reports, however, con- 


> eluded that nosuch action is ealled fer at, 


present. 

These otiicers. under oath, were ot the 
opinion that. with proper industry and atten- 
tion. the Court can easily dispose of all bus- 


iness accrued or accruing: and that the pres- 


ent burdened state of the calendar is owing 
wholly-to the Judges finding inconvement 
to hold Court. Since the commencement ot 
the December Term—a little over sixty days 
—the Clerk reports the Court as having met 
for the transaction of business upon 31 dif- 
ferent days, occupying some 125 or 130 hours. 

The costs in court and tees tor recording 
deeds &c.. are pronounced exceedingly quer- 
ous and unjust, and the attention of our leg- 
islative members is called to the revision of 
the law authorizing such charges Like tou 
much of the legislation ou this and kuidred 
subjects in Calitornia, the law appears to have 
been framedtor the special eimolument ot 
otiice holders and attorneys. rather than with 
reterence to the uiterests or convetmience ol 
the people at large.
